New York, April 17. — Frank B. 


Loomis, Vnited tSates minister to 
Venezuela, spent last ni£ht in quar- 
antine with the xest of the passen- 
gers on the Red D liner Caracas, on 
which he came from Porto Rico. 


On disembarking today Mr. Loomis 


diove at once to the Hotel Victoria, 
'where he will be quartered until the 
end of the present week, when he 
goes to Washington to report to the 
state department and President Me- 
Kinley. 


He gives-positive disclaimer to the 


authorship of the San Juan inter- 
views in which he was mnd-e to say 
«7om& severely critical things about 
President Castro, and avers that an 
injustice nas been done him in this 
respect. To an Associated Press le- 
porter who met him at quarantine to- 
day , Mr. Loomis said: 


"I did not s?y any of the unpleas- 


ant things that have been attributed 
to me albout President Castro during 
my stay at San Juan or indeed any- 
where else. The fact is I like Mr. 
Castro very much. I was interviewed 
at San Juan, but it was more a pleas- 
ant chat than anything else. •There 
were other passengers aboard and 
present, who said 
some 
tfnkind 


things but I certainly did not. 


"I c'annot understand how the crit- 


icisms were put in my mouth unless 
the views of the pasengers alluded to 
were made mine. 
I am quoted as 


saying- that President Castro drew 
but $12,000 a year salary, yet had 
made $2,000,000 in two years. Now, 
I do not even know positively that 
the president gets the salary named 
and I know nothing of any money he 
has made. 
(I must also deny that I said he 


plotted to secure my recall or re- 
moval. I cannot discuss the recent 
diplomatic incident with Venezuela 
There are several points in connec- 
tion with it that I will report on to 
the department, and naturally they 
are quite confidential. 


"I may say, however, that the pre- 


liminary steps toward a settlement 
of the fti^p-halt case have been taken 
in the Venezuela courts. That it is 
precisely 
where 
our 
government 


wished the dispute to go. We insist- 
ed that the dispute be submitted for 
adjudication without prejudice and 
caiied our point, I do not say that 
our government does not reserve the 
right to intervene if justice is not 
done, but we traiit the matter passed 
upon by the courts. There was> some 
feeling at the height of the incident, 
but it has subsided, and our relations 
at the present tim^ are quite satis- 
factory. I cannot say how long it 
will take to reach a decision in the 
asphalt cases; I presume the law has 
its delays in Venezuela as elsewhere, 


"President Castro seeons to have 


the country .quite under control. A 
constitutional convention, the elev- 
enth held, I believe, has just ad- 
journed and there is to be an election 
in the autumn. It is quite certain 
that Castro -will be elected president 
and inaugerated next spring. The 
constitutional 
convention 
has 


changed the tenure of the president 
from foUr to six years, Autifade is, 
I am told, at CUracoa, and I feel that 
the report i» true, for there is gener- 
ally a colony of Venezuelans there 
thinking of home and anxious to im- 
prove the political condition. 
I am 


told Att'drade plans an expedition to 
Venezuela but I do not anticipate 
any trouble for some months. 


"Venezuelans who have discussed 


Andrade with me say that while he 
is well informed, rather a'bte and 
quite broad minded, he is lacking in 
strength and too kind 
hearted to 


make ft successful ruler. 


"They say that another leader, a 


younger man, will be brought far 
ward to oppose 
President 
Castro 


However, of <all these matters I havi 
no personal knowledge and am mere 
ly telling you what Venezuelans say

John G. Brown, 
f Lafayette, and Charles McCulloch, 
f this city, are named as sole ex- 
cutors and trustees in ithc will 
troper, but a codicil, dated July 3, 
899, appoints Samuel L. Morris 
ole executor, the trusteeship remain- 
ng with Mr. Brown and Mr. McCul- 
och. 


The precise valuation of the estate 
s not yet definitely known, but it is 
nought to be in the neighborhood of 
)75,000. It consists of considerable 
eal estate in this city and in the 
ities of Portland, Ind,, and Denni- 
on, Texas. Mr. Munson also owned 


<a farm in Washington township. The 
will states that certain properties in 
Fort Wayne are not to be sold, but 
.re to be held in trust for Mr. Mun- 
on's heir, Brown Cooper. 
The first section provides that all 
uneral expenses shall be paid <and in 
he second section Mr. Munson be- 
queaths to his nephew, Brown Cooper, 
aged 13, his wa<tch, chain, Masonic 
mbl&m and ring, and wishes that 
vhen the lad ibecomes of age, he 
oin all orders of Masonry and wear 
he emblem and ring.

Bubuque, Iowa, April 17, — In the 


presence of princes and high priests 
of his church and before an audience 
that occupied every footvof space in 
St. Raphael's cathedral and over- 
flowed into the surrounding streets, 
Archbishop John J. Keane was today 
invested with the pallium, the insig- 
nia of the high position he occupies 
in the Eoman Catholic church. 


The scene was one of great bril- 


liancy and the ceremonies character- 
istic of that splendor and magnifi- 
cence for which the Catholic church 
ds noted. 


While the absence of Mgr, Mar- 


tinelli was marked, it detracted none 
from the grandeur of the scene, which 
was far beyond that occasion of Sep 
tember IT, 1893, when Mgr. Satolli, 
now a member of the sacred congre- 
gation at Borne, conferred the pal- 
lium upon the late Archbishop Hen- 
nessey in this same cathedral. Car- 
dinal Gibbons was heie today, as he 
was then; archbishops and bishops 
fiom all parts of the United States 
were heie ag-in, and the number of 
priests present was fully double that 
on the other occasion. 


The attendance of laymen from 


abroad was veiy large and but few 
states in the union were unrepre- 
sented. It was a remarkable tribute 
to Archbishop Keane. 


The ceremonies opened at 10 o'clock 


with a procession of clergy and at 
tendantSj in which the cardinal, arch- 
bishops, bishops and priests took 
part, clad in full vestments of their 
iank 
Passing from the arch-episco- 


pal residence, the procession entered 
the ca/thedial and moved up the main 
aisle to the altai. Within the sanctu- 
ary Cardinal Gibbons ascended the 
throne on the left, which had been 
yielded to him by Archbishop Keane, 
the latter occupying- \ tempoiary 
throne on the right, which he had 
erected for himself. About these two 
principals were Aichbishops Kane, of 
St. Louis; Katzer, of Milwaukee; 
Elder, of Cincinnati; Ireland, of St. 
Paul, and/ in their company were 
Bishops Spaulding and his coadjutor, 
O'Beilly, Peoria, 111,; Eis, Marquette, 
Mich ; Messmer, Green Bay, Wis.j 
Trobe, St. Cloud, Minn.; O'Gonnan, 
Sioux Palls, S. D.; Tierney, Hartford, 
Conn,; Cotter, Winona, Minn.; Hen- 
nessey, Wichita, Kas. ; Foley, De- 
troit, Mich.; Maes, Covdngton, Ky.;

NEW AUDITORIUM PLANS. 


Plans are now in process that will 


give a wider popular scope to the au- 
ditorium project and especially to 
the organization, having the labors 
of the enterprise in charge. Up to 
the present time the auditorium pro- 
ject has failed to enlist the interest 
and elicit the enthusiasm expected, 
From reports made Monday night to 
-the auditorium committee at a meet- 
ing- held in the Commercial club 
rooms it is clear that there is a wide- 
spread misapprehension of the char- 
acter and purpose of the auditorium 
enterprise, The people of Fort Wayne 
in large part have not yet been im- 
pressed with the fact that the project 
is entirely for their benefit, that the- 
labors being devoted (to it are patri- 
otic, unselfish and altogether without 
hope of profit, and that if Fort 
Wayne is to have the auditorium 
•there must be general public co-oper- 
ation. 


To give the enterprise 'the broadest 


popular working basis, to augment 
the 
public interest, 
to displace 


apathy with enthusiasm and to over- 
come an unjust yet harmful want of 
confidence in the project new plans 
2iave "been adopted, At the (meeting 
of the auditorium committee Monday 
night it was decided that a commit- 
tee of three shall be appointed whose 
duty it shall be to organize a larger 
committee of twenty-five or more per- 
sons, who are to be representative of 
the diverse business, social and in- 
dustrial interests of the city, So far 
as it can be made practicable every 
man and woman in the city will have 
representation on that committee. Out 


vf this it is expected that a new au- 
ditoriuni organization 
will come. 


Meanwhile the same committee is ex- 


ected to make arrangements for a 


«lad$ meeting 
of citizens where 


very person who wishes can have a 
earing and where the auditorium 


TOjec't can be discussed fully and 
jrankly. At this meeting it is prob- 
ble that the educational committees 
"ill be created to present the audl* 


riwn project fairly and intelligent- 
* before the pople of Fort Wayne, 


conferences with the various 


s, lodges, clubs and the 


like, wliich embrace in some sort 01 
other nearly the whole adult popula- 
tion of Fort Wayne. 


It is believed that with a thorough 


public enlightenment on the audi- 
torium project those who hahve been 
either indifferent or antagonistic to 
the enterprise will become interested. 
The city has not -been in any sense 
canvassed. The solicitors have only 
touched here and there. 
With the 


advent of this more agreeable season 
a great deal more can be accomp- 
lished with mucli less labor to the so- 
licitors. The project is not only not 
abandoned, but it has taken a new 
start which promises success. 


At all events the enterprise will be 


plac&d before the people of Fort 
Wayne in such light as to render 
failure to raise the funds a vote by 
the people that they do not want the 
auditorium. Conscientious pains will 
be taken to remove every real and 
every captious objection to the enter- 
prise. If opposition is then encount- 
ered it v/ill be the auditorium itself 
raid not the method of promoting it 
or the persons laboring for it that 
is opposed. 


If possible arrangements will be 


made with the banks and trust com- 
panies whereby subscribers may de- 
posit their subscriptions and receive 
therefore certificates bearing1 interest, 
When these deposits for auditorium 
stock subscriptions together with 
funds derived from other sources 
shall aggregate the 'amount neces- 
sary Lo build the auditorium the de- 
posits so made shall be available and 
not -before. 


If the auditorium is not built and 


the project is 'abandoned the sub- 
scribers will receive back their sub- 
scriptions with such interest as they 
have earned under the rate financial 
concerns agree upon. 


The whole matter will be brought 


into such -public relation as will com- 
pel a popular verdict for or against 
this splendid enterprise. 


(For years the big department 


stores in the large cities have been 
enlarging their control of the retail

of Fort Wayne by a popular vote iluc.'den 
to establish water works, to be owned and 
operated by tho city.

"Where shall the city obtain its water v.r.v 
ply!" 
Upon this proposition there was a 


divided opinion at the time: the question 
was settled for the time being, however, 
by the erection of a pumping station i.orth 
of the city on the banks of Spy linn, the 
placing of a dam across the stream at that 
point to hold back the water, and the sink- 
ing of a filter and supply basin alongside 
of tho pumping house; this having- been 
done, a three million gallon Holly pumping 
engine waa installed and connection made 
with the basin in question, 
It was lound 


that the underlying stratum of sand and 
gravel at that point was filled with uumei- 
oug springs, and the basin in question rap- 
idly filled up with water of wholesome qual- 
ity. 
This manner of obtaining; a wate- sup- 


ply sufficed for several years, out as the 
years VrCnt by tjie consumption of water in- 
creased, more consumers were takn on to the 
lines, the pipe system throughout Ine city 
was extended to give better fire piotec- 
tion, resulting in this supply being over- 
taxed during1 the dry season of the jcav 
when the consumption was greatly incieased 
by the profuse sprinkling of lawn**, ?.aruens 
and streets. 
In attempting to brulp? over 


this difficulty the trustees rcsortul to the 
expedient of taking water directly horn 
Spy Eun through a pipe connection into the 
basin, and indirectly from the Feeder cana» 
through the old aqueduct, and 
also 
by 


laying a pipe from the supply basin to the 
St, Joseph river above the Kudisill dam, 
This action on their part involved tha city 
in difficulties with the canal owners; it also 
brought forth a storm of protest from Hie 
water consumers on account of the impure 
quality of the water furnished. 


The agitation of the water supply ques- 


tion reached an acute atagre during the sum- 
mers uf 1888-1639, resulting in the election 
oi' the old board of trustees, the same b'jord 
that had charge of the building of tJie wa* 
ter works In 1819,

NOW IN NEW YORK. 


New York, April 17. — Frank B 


LoorhiE, United tSates minister to 
Venezuela, spent last night in quar 
nntlnc with the «st of the passen- 
gers on the Red D liner Caracas, on 
which he came from Porto Rico. 


On disembarking today Mr. Looinis 


drove at once to the. Hotel Victoria 
'where he >7ill be quartered until the 
end of .the present week, when he 
goes to Washington to report to the 
state department and President Mc- 
Kinley. 


He gives-positive disclaimer to the 


authorship of the 
San Juan 
inter- 


views in which he was made to say 
some severely critical things about 
President Castro, and avers that an 
injustice Mas been clone him In this 
respect. To an. Associated Press re- 
porter who met him at quarantine to- 
day, Mr. Looinis said: 


"I dtcl not soy any of the unpleas- 


ant things that have been attributed 
to me about President Castro during 
my stay at San Juan or indeed any- 
where else. The fact is I like Mr. 
Castro very much. I was interviewed 
at San Juan, but it was more a pleas- 
ant chat than anything- else. There 
were other passengers 
aboard and 


present, 
who 
said 
some 
ilnkind 


things but I certainly did not. 


"I cannot understand how the crit- 


icisms were put in my mouth unless 
the views of the pascngers alluded to 
were made mine. 
I am quoted as 


saying that President Castro drew 
but $12,000 a year salary, yet had 
made 83,000,000 in two years. Now, 
I do not even know positively that 
the president gets the salary named 
and I know nothing of any money he 
hns made. 


•'I must also deny that I said he 


plotted to secure my recall or re- 
moval. I cannot discuss the recent 
diplomatic incident with Venezuela- 
Thea'c are several points in connec- 
tion with it that I will report on to 
the department, and naturally they 
are quite confidential. 


"I may say, however, that the pre- 


liminary steps toward a settlement 
o£ tho asphalt case have been taken 
in the Venezuela courts. That it is 
precisely 
where 
our 
government 


wished the dispute to go. We insist- 
ed that the dispute be submitted for 
adjudication without prejudice and 
caried our point. I do not say that 
our government does not reserve the 
right to intervene if justice is not 
done, but we want the matter passed 
upon by thu courts. There WHS some 
feeling at the height of the incident, 
but it lias subsided, and our relations 
at the present time are quite satis- 
factory. I cannot say how long- it 
will take to reach a decision in the 
asphalt cases; I presume the law has 
its delays in Venezuela as elsewhere. 


"President Castro seems to have 


the country quite under control. 'A 
constitutional convention, the elev- 
enth held, I believe, has just ad- 
journed and there is to be an election 
in the autumn. It is quite certain, 
that Castro will be elected president 
and inaugerotcd next spring-. The 
constitutional 
convention 
lias 


changed the tenure of the president 
fwm four to six years. Andradc is, 
I am told, at Curacoa, and I feel that 
the report is true, for there is gener- 
ally a colony of Venezuelans there 
thinking of home and anxious .to im- 
prove the political condition. 
I am 


told Anetrade plans an expedition to 
Venezuela but I -do not anticipate 
any trouble for some months. 


"Venezuelans who have discussed 


Andradc with me s.iy that while he 
is .well informed, rather able and 
quite broad minded, he is lacking in 
strength and .too kind 
hearted to 


make a successful ruler. 


"They say that another leader, a 


younger man, will be brought for- 
ward to oppose 
President 
Castro. 


However, of all these matters I have 
no personal'knowledge and am mere- 
ly telling you what Venezuelans say. 


"The Barcelona incident, in which 


our consular agent was twice arrest- 
ed ;by local- officials in an attempt to 
extort money from him, has been 
practically closed and in a- manner 
quite satisfactory to us. Our govern- 
ment (llMctsd me' to demand an 
AJpolofjr and .the fullest reparation. 


Just before leaving- I was given th 
assurance that the 
fullest amend 


will be made. I believe that the its 
surances given me will b3 carriei 
out. 


"I do not expect to return to Ven 


ezuela for at least five months. Fou 
years in the tropics have left me in 
need of change and rest; my physi 
ciaii says Carlsbad and I am going t 
try and get leave for a trip ti 
Europe."
